At no time bas there been any doubt 
hi the minds of the women who are

tis to whether thirty-six states would 
ratify it in time to give the women a 
• hance in the presidential primaries 
o f 1920. Twenty one of the states have 
In one form or another made provision 
for choosing 
candidates 
for 
presid­ 
ential nomination through the method 
of direct voting. T he first of these pres­ 
idential primaries will be beld March 
in New Hampshire. From that date 
on they will come In rapid succession 
until 
the 
voters o f the twenty one 
states have expressed their preference. 
In good many of these twenty-one 
states the women have the right to 
vote through state enactm ent. In t h o s e 


s t a t e s where they do not have this 
right they are exceedingly anxious to 
obtain it in time to participate in the 
primaries.

While the women 
who bear the

not quite as enthusiastic about q n s’inl 
sos dons of the legislature to deal with 
the amendment as they w ere last sn til 
iller when the subject of special ses 
shins was first brought to their atten­ 
tions. Immediately after the congress 
put through the amendment the su f­ 
frage organization obtained what it 
regarded as a promise from some fif­ 
teen governors o f states 
t ti ii t 
they 
would call special 
sessions o f their 
legislatures in ample tim e to enable 
them to dispose of the amendment he 
fore the 1920 campaign cam e on. The 
women understood these promises to 
mean Hint the special session* would be 
railed In time to enable ti*.* women 
to participate In the 1920 primaries 
as well a* In the regular November 
election. Some of the governors who 
made promises, 
It Is asserted, have 
been inclined to let the matter go over 
until next spring. T his is not satisfac­ 
tory to tile women. 'They want action 
In every state that Is to act before 
February* Eh the date of the Anthony 
affair. 
Twenty State* Have Ratified 
T w enty states, or tw o more than 
half of the required number to ratify 
the amendment, have already given it 
their support. Tile intensive campaign 
that has just been started I* to be 
felt In both the far W est, In the cen­ 
tral West and in the South. Suffragists 
feel absolutely confident that the fol­ 
lowing states will ratify just us soon 
as their legislatures can get to work : 
Connecticut, Delaware, Florida, New 
Mexico, 
North 
Carolina, 
Vermont. 
West 
Virginia. Kentucky, Louisiana, 
Maryland. Mississippi, Virginia, New 
Jersey and South Carolina, fourteen 
in all. This would bring the total a f­ 
firmative votes for the amendment up 
to thirty-four, leaving only tw o addi­ 
tional votes to he obtained. Tile wom­ 
en say they have at least ten oppor­ 
tunities for these votes that will be 
lacking under their plan of compo ta* 
lion. 
If ratification is to be completed be­ 
fore February 15, special sessions o f 
legislatures must be held 
in 
tw elve 
s ta te s and the legislatures 
of 
four 
states that will meet in regular ses­ 
sion In January must act affirmatively. 
According to the wom en they have 
definite 
pledges 
from 
more 
than 
tw elve governors to call extra sessions 
and they propose to hold the govern­ 
ors strictly to their promises.
